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Thr sources, from which this little work has 
been prepared, are the Scriptures of the Old 
ard Vew Testaments, the Boole of Common 
Prayer of the Episcopal Church, the Liturg:y 
of iLing's Chapel, Boston, the Service Books 
of the Church ofthn Disciples, Boston, ami of 
the Church of the Messiah, St. Louis. Some 
alterations have been made, and a few original 
prayers, hymns, christian melodies ana na- 
tional anthems added. 

That I mig^ht render the work more useful, 
I have contributed some brief statements of 
Christian truths and duties, in the form of 
articles of relip'on, following the Scripture 
Lessons. These statements are given, not as 
a creed or profession of faith, but as an aid 
to the formation of religious principles, and 
are freely submitted to the private meditation 
and judgment of the reader. 

I nave also added forms for the admini- 
stration of the Christian rites and ordinances, 
and have endeavored to give to every part of the 
book a devout and cheerful spirit, and to make 
it an aid to religious devotion nnd the form- 
ation of Christian character, giving strength 
to the virtu 's of hope, patience, resignation 
and trust, and encouraging the love of liberty 
and humanity. 

Having been prepared originally as a Sol- 
dier's Manual of Devotion, it still retains 
enough of that character to make it suited to 
the use of Chaplains Ln the army, as a book 
of army worsuip^ wiiile, by adopting the 
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VI PREFACE. 

sinnple title of a Book of Common Prayer, it 
becomes equally useful as a Service or Prayer 
Book for CliiircUes ami Missionary Congre- 
gationSfUo' providftd with the larger and more 
expensive works of this kind. 

It has been unusual to include in a Service 
Book for the Church so many national and 
patriotic anthems, biitas the work is intended 
to serve two purposes, to be used both in the 
army and in the Church, it has not been 
thouo^lit necessary to omit them ; and besides 
there are miny occasiom in the services of 
the Church when patriotic hymns and national 
anthems fo m an appropriate part of the wor- 
ship, such as the religio is observances of fast, 
th'inks^iviii:; and in(|pp»i)(lence days, and dur- 
ins: the great crises that occur in the progress 
of civil and religious liberty. 

The addition of a few pr^iyers for family 
or social worship, and of brief forms for the 
administration of the Christian ordinances, 
hive been mide wi:h a view to its better 
adaptation to the uses of the Church, and of 
Christian families, while it whs felt that they 
would not render it less useful in the army, 
where there U also occasion, from time to 
time, for these observances. 

Invokinr the blessing of heaven upon tb48 
humble effort to prouio.e the cause of religion 
and liberty, and the love of country and 
humanity, in the army and amonj; the people 
of the United Slates, the third edition of tnis 
little work is now commended to th'religioui 
and patriotic uses for which it is designed

I. OF GOD. 

JVaiure^ Revelation and the Sotd 
of Man alike declare the existence of 
one Supreme Being, who is the Cre- 
ator and Author of all things, the 
Father of all moral and intelligent 
beings, and the Sovereign Ruler of 
the TJniverse. 

n. OF THE DIVINE ATTRI- 
BUTES 

God is an Omnipresent Spirit, 
and his attributes are infinite wisdom, 
goodness, love, justice and power. 
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These attributes belong to God as % 
Father as well as Creator and Sover- 
eign Ruler, and are manifested in his 
government of the world, in his re- 
velations to men, and. in his regard 
for their well-being and happiness. 
The character of God is unchangeable, 
and will remain the same throughout 
eternity. 

m. OF DIVINE REVELATION. 

The existence of God, his character 
and will, his government of the world, 
the obligations of duty and virtue, and 
a state of spiritual existence beyond 
the grave have been subjects of revel- 
ation, through holy men, in every age. 
In the several books of the Old and 
New Testament there is contained a 
record of divine providences, the his- 
tory of a favored people, the teach- 
ings of their lawgivers and prophets, 
the history of Jesus Christ, and the 
precepts of his religion, the acts of 
his apostles and several of their writ- 
ings, in all of which there is contained 
the inspiration of God's spirit, and a 
revdation of truths necessary to mail 
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as a rule of faith and conduct, and a 
means of moral improvement and sal- 
vation* 

IV. OF PRIVATE JUDGMENT. 

In the interpretation of the Script- 
ures and the revelations of God in 
JVature and Providence there is no 
other guide on earth than the human 
soul, either as to the truths taught, or 
the degree of inspiration, but every 
human being is left free in the exer- 
cise of his own moral and religious 
intuitions, perceptions and reason, as- 
sisted by the instructions of wise and 
good men, and the Spirit of God. 
Being himself an imperfect medium of 
i^e Divine Spirit^ and liable to error, 
no man can rightfully assume to be an 
infallible interpreter to his fellow men. 
Therefore, if the life of a man be vir- 
tuous and good, he should not be ex- 
cluded from the fellowship and sym- 
pathy of Christians, nor condemned 
for his private opinions. Human na- 
ture bears so universal a testimony to 
the fundamental truths of religion and 
morality, that there is no practical 
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difference among good men, as to the 
obligations of duty and virtue ; but 
on all questions of interpretation and 
speculative theology, the largest lib- 
erty of private judgment will be found 
the truest bond of harmony and unity. 

V. OF JESUS CHRIST. 

In Jesus Christ, the author of Chris- 
tianity, God has given to mankind a 
higher manifestation of himself, re- 
vealed more perfectly his paternal 
character and government, and made 
him, by his divine offices, his sinless 
life, his pure teachings and his ex- 
ample and death, a spiritual Saviour 
and Deliverer to men. The offices and 
titles he claimed for himself, and those 
ascribed to him by his apostles suf- 
ficiently declare his person, character 
and divine mission. These are, ^^The 
Messiah," *«The Son of Man,'' "The 
Son of God,'' ''The Word" For Wis- 
dom and Energy of God] ''made flesh" 
— that is, manifested in the person and 
teachings of Jesus Christ — the same 
Word, or Divine Wisdom, which was 
"nth God, as a divine attribute, in the 
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beginning, was used by the Jews as 
one of his titles, was incarnated in the 
Messiah, and gave to his life and min- 
istry a divine sanction, power and au- 
thority in the world — *' The Advocate 
with the Father," and * 'Mediator be- 
tween God and men," "the man Christ 
Jesus, who gave himself a ransom for 
all," "The Saviour of the World," 
"The Lord Jesus Christ," "The 
Head of the Church," and by his 
Gospel appointed "to judge the 
world," ' 'both the quick and the dead. " 
In the exercise of these offices, by di- 
vine appointment and authority, Jesus 
Christ is to be received as a divine 
teacher, example and guide, and as 
the Saviour of men, whom we are to 
love and obey, and with whom, through 
faith and obedience, we expect to live 
in his kingdom, and enjoy his society, 
with the redeemed forever. 

VI. OF THE HOLY SPIRIT 

The Holy Spirit is a manifestation 
of God, acting by spiritual influence on 
the minds and hearts of his children 
— a divine power accompanying th ' 
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truth, and giving it effect upon the life 
and conduct. of men — a holy influ- 
ence from the mind of God, comfort- 
ing, strengthening and blessing those 
who put their trust in Him — some- 
times personified as the "Paraclete" 
or "Comforter'* — again as "The 
Spirit of Truth*' — prayed for as com- 
ing from God — "poured out upon all 
flesh" — "given" to those who ask it — 
received into the heart — sanctifying 
the life — and making the truth effec- 
tual in its moral conquests in the world. 

Vn. OF THE ATONEMENT. 

The atonement made by Christ is 
the work of reconciliation, which he 
effects in the heart of the sinner, the 
means for which were consummated, 
on his part, by the voluntary sacrifice 
of himself on the cross, that he might, 
by this crowning act of his love to 
mankind, give a deeper effect to his 
religion and life, and thus accomplish 
the reconciliation of the world to God, 
bringing all men into unity and peace 
with their heavenly Father, from whom 
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they had become alienated by wicked 
works, and thereby efifecting the o/- 
one-ment between God and his family^ 
In this work of reconciliation, the 
death of Christ, as a disinterested sacri- 
fice for man's spiritual redemption, 
produces its effect upon mankind, and 
not upon God, whose love to the sin- 
ner prompted it, whose character is 
unchangeable, and who, by his* spirit, 
and his energy, "was in Christ recon- 
cileing the world unto himself." This 
atonement becomes amilable to sin- 
ners only by their repentance and obe- 
dience, which it is intended to produce, 
and thus "the blood of Christ,'' — the 
contemplation of his innocent death 
on the cross, by its spiritual power, 
converts the sinner, leads him to repent 
of his sins and forsake them, and thus 
"cleanses from all sin." The right- 
eousness of Christ becomes the sin- 
ners righteousness, not by arbitrary 
substitution, but by living as Christ 
lived, by becoming righteous as he was 
righteous, and holy as he was holy, 
through prayer and effort, and self 
sacrifice in following his example, 
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which was the great design, and the 
intended consequence and realization 
of the atonement. 

Vm. OF REWARDS AND PUN- 
ISHMENTS. 

Under the divine gov^ment virtue 
is rewarded with manifold blessings, 
and by leading the souls of men into 
communion and fellowship with God, 
they receive spiritual and eternal life 
and happiness. 

Disobedience of the divine law is 
also punished with manifold evils, 
among which are physical and moral 
disease, pain and death, and the un- 
happiness of a soul out of harmony 
with itself, and alienated from God 
and virtue. 

Both the rewards of obedience, and 
the punishments of sin are dictated by 
the highest goodness, as well, as by 
infinite justice, and are alike in- 
tended to promote the virtue and well 
being of all human souls. 

These rewards and punishments are 
meted out through the operation of 
physical, moral and spiritual laws, and 
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are not limited to any special period 
of human existence, nor reserved ex- 
clusively to any future state of being, 
but they are always in operation, ''the 
books are continually open, and the 
judgment is always set,'* and human 
souls, being endowed with moral free- 
dom, may at all times, and every- 
where, determine by their obedience 
or disobedience, what their character 
and state shall be, whether one of 
spiritual life and happiness, or one 
of pain, misery and spiritual death. 

IX. OF SPIRITUAL LIFE AND 

DEATH. 

Spiritual life is the constant re- 
newal and activity of man's moral and 
religious nature, whereby the life of 
God flows into his soul and he is de- 
voted to the worship and service of 
God, and to the practice of virtue. 
This life is communicated by God's 
spirit, to every prayerful, obedient and 
loving soul, and is unending and full 
of heavenly joy. 

Spiritual death is the opposite of 
spiritual life — the inactivity and ir 
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sensibility of man's moral and spirit- 
ual nature — deadness of conscience, 
of gratitude, reverence, and of every 
humane and virtuous sentiment — the 
supremacy of animal desires and wick- 
ed lusts in the human character. In 
this condition man is alienated from 
God, and does not receive life from 
heaven. It is not the purpose of God, 
however, ' that this state should be 
permanent and lasting in any soul, 
and he is continually using means and 
influences, to save men from their sins, 
to bring them from death to life, and 
to make them holy and happy. 

X. OF HUMAN NATURE. 

The nature of man is derived from 
God, and, in his intelligence andmoral 
faculties, he bears the image of his 
Maker. When renewed by the divine 
spirit, with his heart and mind im- 

E roved, and in harmony with God, 
e becomes a being of noble and ex- 
alted powers, and of immortal dignity 
and worth. IThe unperverted exercise 
of his faculties, according to their di- 
vine uses, would always be virtuous, 
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bnt being endowed with moral free- 
dom, he is equally as capable of vice 
as of virtue, and with an imperfectly 
developed moral nature, in his inex- 
perience and want of spiritual life, his 
natural tendencies are strongly towards 
vice, he soon acquires a depraved 
nature, and his vicious tendencies are 
transmitted to his offspring. In this 
state he needs the aid of divine influ- 
ences, the saving- power of truth and 
of virtuous example, and the renewal 
of God's spirit in the inner man, to 
save him from spiritual misery and 
death. 

XI. OF REGENERATION. 

As the natural man is first in the or- 
der of development, and afterwards the 
spiritual, the awakening and growth 
of the moral and religious faculties in 
man, so that they determine his life and 
fonn his character to virtue, is called 
regeneration — being ''born again'* 
— **bom of the spirit" — becoming 
' ' a new man" — actuated by higher mo- 
tives — inwardly renewed and strengh- 
tened by God's spirit — consecrated to 
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a life of virtue, and devoted to the 
worship of God and the good of man- 
kind. This experience is neccessary 
to every human soul. 

Xn. OF MORAL FREEDOM AND 
ACCOUNTABILITY. 

Having been created in the likeness 
of God, and endowed with a moral and 
rational nature man posesses, within 
the sphere of his circumstances and 
the limited power of his faculties, full 
moral freeaom and accountability. 
God has made him subject to the 
influence of motives and circum- 
stances, but has given him reason, 
moral perception and free will, so that 
he can use these motives and circum- 
stances for his own advancement in 
virtue or he can yield to their influ- 
ence and become their slave. This 
moral liberty is an essential element 
in the character of a moral and intel- 
ligent being, and is inseparable from 
the idea of tree action and human 
accountability. Without it men would 
cease to be either moral or accountable, 
and would become mere machines, hav- 
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ing neiher self - volition nor self-con- 
trol. There could be no distinction 
between vice and virtue, no true ground 
of approval or blame in human con- 
duct, and no justice either in rewards 
or punishments. Human consciousness 
testifies to this moral liberty, and un- 
der the government of God mankind 
are treated as possessing it, being 
rewarded for their obedience, and pun- 
ished for their violations of divine law. 
This moral freedom, or capacity to 
obey or disobey the divine law, is 
essential to the idea of a divine sover- 
eignty, since God is the Supreme 
Ruler of moral and intelligent beings, 
and is no more inconsistent with his 
character as a Sovereign than the 
freedom of the subject is inconsistent 
with the sovereignity of the state 

Xm. OF HEAVEN AND HELL. 

Heaven is the inward state of purity 
and bliss, of virtuous and obedient 
souls, and may be enjoyed in the pres- 
ent or in any future state of being. 
It is the happy state of the righteous 
in the spiritual world, the society o^ 
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exalted and purified spirits beyond the 
grave, the result of their spiritual life, 
of their union with God, and of their 
ever increasing virtue and happiness. 
Hell is the inward state of misery 
and spiritual death of souls alienated 
from God, and guilty of disobedience 
to his law. As the good man carries 
heaven in his heart, so the wicked man 
carries hell within him. Wherever he 
is, either in this, or in the world to 
come, as long as he continues to be 
ungenerate, disobedient and alienated 
from God, he is in hell. 

XIV. OF THE FUTURE STATE 
OF SOULS. 

The future state of souls must de- 
pend on the character they possess 
when they enter the spiritual' world, 
but that state cannot reasonably be 
held to be fixed and unchangeable, 
throughout eternity. God doubtless has 
many future dispensations for man- 
kind, since his mercy and truth are 
from everlasting to everlasting, and 
there is nothing in his character to 
forbid the possibility of an eternal 
^regression of souls. 
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In the course of this eternal pro- 
gression the wicked will suffer ac- 
cording to their deserts, **tribulation 
and anguish upon every soul of man 
that doethevil/' and the virtuous and 
just will experience increasing joy and 
felicity ; and as the nature of virtue 
is enduring, and has God on its side, 
it shall grow stronger throughout eter- 
nity, while evil,being self-destructive, 
and opposed to God, shall ultimately 
be extinguished and come to an end. 

XV. OF THE RESURRECTION 
FROM THE DEAD. 

The resurrection from the dead is 
the rising of the spiritual body, with 
the soul, into the spiritual world, ac- 
cording to the declaration of the apostle 
Paul, '*A natural body is sown : a 

spiritual bodv is raised.'' (1- Gor. 

XV. 44. ) It is developed from the na- 
tural body, and rises irom it, at death, 
into a new realm of being. Such is 
the meaning of the apostle's illustra- 
tion of the grain of wheat : ^'It is not 
quickened except it die" (1. Cor. xv. 
36.) As the vital principle, whi**** 

8 
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existed in the buried grain, becomes 
the new blade, on the death of the old 
grain, so the spiritual body of man, is 
contained within his natural body, as 
its vital principle, and at death it rises 
from the dead body, and becomes the 
future body of the soul, spiritual, un- 
dying and immortal. 

XVI. OP THE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH, 

The Church of Christ consists of all, 
both in heaven and earth, who have 
his mind and spirit, and are united to 
him by aflfection and obedience. 

A local church comprises all of any 
particular neighborhood who meet to- 
gether for Christian worship, who are 
united in love and fellowship with each 
other, who follow Christ as their Di- 
vine Teacher, Example and Spiritual 
Sanriour, who are engaged in the study 
and practice of his precepts, in mak- 
ing his religion a power in the world, 
and in bringing the life of mankind 
into conformity with its spirit and re- 
vquirement8« 
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XVn. OF CHURCH GOVERN- 

MENT. 

Local churches should be self-gov- 
erning, managing their own affairs, 
selecting their own pastors and teach- 
ers, and sustaining only relations of 
Christian love and fellowship towards 
all other churches. They do not need 
a denominational or sectarian govern- 
ment, exercised by an ecclesiastical 
body superior to, and separate from 
themselves. For all purposes of Chris- 
tian counsel, and of co-operation in 
christian enterprizes, conventions and 
associations, without ecclesiastical 
power, are preferable. Every church 
therefore, should guard carefully its 
spiritual liberty, its right to its own 
belief and administration of the Gos- 
pel, to fellowship and ordain its own 
pastors apd teachers, and to discipline 
its ownmembers, accepting the friendly 
aid and counsel of sister churches, but 
acknowledging no authority in them, 
nor in any human tribunal to inter- 
fere in its affairs. 
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XVm. OF CHURCH MEMBER- 
SHIP AND COMMUNION. 

Christian Churches should receive 
to their membership and communion 
all who believe in and love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and are desirous of liv- 
ing the Christian life, leaving them 
free to study anl understand the 
Scriptures, and all other sources of 
truth, for themselves, requiring only 
that they should obey the moral law, 
that they should do good to their fel- 
low men, and that they should have 
the spirit of Christ, as an evidence 
that they are his disciples. 

XIX. OF CHRISTIAN ORDI- 
NANCES AND FELLOWSHIP. 

The ordinances of Baptism .and the 
Lord's Supper having been sanctioned 
and instituted by Christ, and practiced 
by his followers in all ages of the 
Church, should continue to be ob- 
served by Christians, as a seal of 
their profession, and a symbol of their 
remembrance of the Saviour, and of 
their mutual loveund fellowship. But, 
since, in all Christian lands, the people 
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are educated from childhood in the 
Christian faith, should any deem these 
rites no longer binding, or essential 
to the Christian life, they ought not 
to be required to observe them, if their 
consciences forbid, but should be re- 
ceived to practical fellowship and co- 
operation, as members of the Church 
of Christ, on the ground of their faith 
in Christianity, their Christian char- 
acter, and their readiness to perform 
the works of love which Christ com- 
manded* 

XX. OF CHRISTIAN DUTY. 

It is the duty of Christians to main- 
tain the spiritual worship of God, to 
follow the example of Jesus Christ, 
and to obey his Uospel, to possess a 
disposition of kindness and love to- 
wards all men, to keep the command- 
mends of the moral law, to give a 
cheerful support to the institutions of 
religion and learning, to live soberly, 
righteously and godly in this present 
world, and to perform works of char- 
ity and benevolence towards the needy 
and oppressed. 
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As citizens of the state they should 
be obedient subjects, loyal in the sap- 
port of good government, faithful to 
the principles of civil and religious 
liberty, ready to defend, by moral, or 
material aid their country in time of 
peril, and either as citizens, as re- 
presentatives of the people, or in the 
armies of their country to stand by 
constitutional liberty and law« 

XXI. OF COMMUNION WITH 

GOD. 

Communion with God is the rever- 
ent and pious exercise of the mind 
and heart in prayer, praise and thanks- 
giving to the Father of Spirits. This 
exercise promotes the growth of pure 
and devout affections, strengthens the 
spiritual life, and blesses the heart of 
man. Its object is not to change the 
disposition or purpose of God towards 
his creatures, or to obtain special fav- 
ors, inconsistent with the natural laws, 
but to make confession of sin with a 
penitent, lowly and obedient heart, to 
obtain the sense of divine forgiveness 
and love, to strengthen the mind and 
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heart in the practice of virtue, to give 
expression to the sense of gratitude 
for the great benefits we have received 
at his hands, to open the heart to di- 
vine influence, and the gift of the 
Holy Spirit^ and to cultivate a habit 
of grateful trust and obedience towards 
God, and of submission to the divine 
will. Prayer, offered in this spirit, is 
answered by God, is entirely consist- 
ent with law, and is a most needful 
and profitable exercise of the soul. 

XXn. OF THE FORGIVENESS 

OF SINS. 

The forgiveness of sins is the act of 
regarding and treating the sinner, 
on his sincere repentance, as though 
he had not sinned, remembering his 
transgressions no more against him, 
and restoring him to favor and love. 
It is not a remission of penalties al- 
ready incurred, which are the neces- 
sary and unavoidable consequence of 
transgression, and are designed for 
the sinner's good, (for in this sense, 
God will by no means clear the guilty, 
and he that doeth wrong must receive 
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for the wrong he hath done) — but it 
is the remission of sin itself^ saving 
the sinner, by the sense of pardon and 
reconciliation, from perpetual remorse, 
giving encouragement and strength to 
his repentance and reformation, and 
to his future obedience and virtue, and 
thus granting him "the remission of 
his sins,'' treating him still as a child 
of God, and so far as the divine love 
is concerned, as though he had not 
sinned. 

XXm. OF THE TREATMENT 

OF ENEMIES. 

As God forgives us our trespasses, 
so we ought to forgive those who tres- 
pass against us. We should forgive 
our personal enemies, on their repen- 
tance, or a cessation of their enmity, 
we should love and bless them as far 
as their evil conduct will permit us ; 
we should harbor no thoughts of evil 
or of revenge against them ; but main- 
tain a disposition to do them good^ 
and to convert them from their evil 
tendencies and wicked ways. The love 
we bear them should be a sentiment 
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of benevolence, a readiness to welcome 
reconciliation and peace, and a desire 
to benefit them by bringing them to 
see their errors and to save them from 
their sins. 

XXIV. OF GRACE AND WORKS. 

The life and religion of Jesus Christ 
are a manifestation of divine grace. 
As it is by this religion that men are 
saved, and brought into the enjoy- 
ment of spiritual life they are, in this 
sense, ''saved by grace," "it is the 
gift of God." But there is another 
sense in which works are also neces- 
sary to salvation. They are the evidence 
that the grace of God, through Jesus 
Christ, has become effectual in us, and 
that we are saved. Hence the New 
Testament every where teaches, that 
God ''will reward every man accord- 
ing to his works," and that in the 
resurrection "they that have done 
good shall come forth to life, and they 
that have done evil to condemnation." 
Salvation, therefore, is of grace, but 
not without works. Without works 
the grace is ineffectual, and without 
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grace works are a^ impossibility. Sal- 
tation is not of works alone ; neither 
is it without works. Thus the apost- 
les Paul and James are reconciled. 
The grace that Paul speaks of includes 
the works, as their efficient cause, and 
the works that James speaks of are 
the effects of grace. The means are 
the gift of God, but the improvement 
of them is the work and duty of man. 
Without the Grace of God in assisting 
man to the means of enlightenment, 
and in making the truth effectual upon 
his heart, so as to produce in him a vir- 
tuous character,- no man can be saved. 
And so also, without those works of 
piety and holiness, which are the 
evidence of the Christian life, the 
grace of God is of none effect, and 
there is no salvation^ 

XXV. OF HUMAIT GOVERN- 
MENTS. . 

Human governments exist by di*' 
vine ordination, for the good of 
society, to give protection to human 
rights and interests, to preserve civil 
order and liberty, to punish the wrong- 
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doer, and to encourage the pursuits of 
knowledge, virtue and happiness. In 
his wisdom God has permitted them 
to assume various forms, absolute, 
monarchical or republican, according 
to the genius of the people over whom 
they are established, and so long as 
thev subserve' the ends of his moral 
government, and are permitted to 
exist by his Providence they are en- 
titled to the respect and obedience of 
their subjects. If the government 
under which they live is founded upon 
human rights, and exists in harmony 
with God's law, if it contains pro- 
visions that enable its subjects to 
obtain a peaceful redress of their 
grievances, and a change of rulers, so 
as to reflect the sentiment and will of 
the people, there can be no excuse, or 
justification for violent revolution, and 
the Christian citizen is boundiby every 
obligation of duty and patriotism, to 
sustain the government, to aid in 
suppressing all unlawful combinations 
against its authority, to punish treason 
and rebellion, and to vindicate the 
laws. Such a government clearly 
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exists by divine right, and is a bless- 
ing to mankind, for which .no sacri- 
fices are too great, that are necessary 
to maintain its supremacy and power. 
If there are evils remaining in its ad- 
ministration it is the duty of the 
Christian citizen to seek to reform 
them, and to make the government 
conform, in all its practices and legis- 
lation, to the standard of Christian- 
ity. To this end it is his privilege and 
duty to influence the public mind of 
the nation with Christian sentiments, 
and to induce the people to select 
Christian rulers and magistrates , and 
to require of their representatives that 
the laws should be such as ought to 
characterize a Christian civilization. 

XXVI. OF REASON, CONSCI- 
ENCE AND THE LAW OF GOD, 

AS RELATED TO HUMAN 
AUTHORITY. 

A man can have no higher guide in 
this imperfect world than his own 
reason and conscience, enlightened by 
the spirit of God, and the study of 
the divine law. Being himself a finite 
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and imperfect creature, he will still 
be liable to sin and error, but he can- 
not violate his own sense of what is^ 
right and true without sin, even though 
commanded to do so by the highest 
human authority* In a state of Chris- 
tian civilization he will not often be 
brought into this conflict, but should 
this be his experience his duty is plain. 
He must obey God rather than men, 
and he must also be his own inter- 
preter of God's word and law. 

If Christians are living under an 
oppressive and wicked government, 
and are required by statute or decree 
to do that which Christianity or the 
law of God plainly forbids, such as 
the worship of idols, or the practice 
of any immorality, or to refrain from 
doing that which it plainly requires, 
Buch as the worship of God, or the 
performance of deeds of mercy and 
humanity, in all such particulars they 
are obliged to disregard its authority, 
and to suffer peacefully, for conscience 
sake, such penalties as it may choose 
to inflict, preferring martyrdom, rath- 
er than wrong doing at tne command 
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of unjust authority, and hoping that 
God, by the instrumentality of .their 
sufferings, may change the hearts of 
their rulers, and bring them to enact 
better laws, as he did under the Roman 
Emperors. But should all these means 
fail, and the people, by their progress 
and enlightenment become prepared 
and able to overthrow such a govern- 
ment, and establish a better they may 
rightfully assist in effecting such a 
change, hoping for God's aid and 
blessing on their efforts to promote the 
rights and liberties of mankind. 

XXVn. OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
PERSONAL LIBERTY. 

Among the inalienable rights of 
man (which can be iustly forfeited 
only by crime ^ are the right to the 
existence which God has given, the 
right to possess and enjoy the fruits 
of one's own labor, the right to per- 
sonal liberty, or the ownership of one's 
self, and the control of one's own 
actions, (subject to law) the right 
to acquire knowledge, the right to 
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worship God, the right to practice vir- 
tue , and the right innocently to pursue 
happiness. 

All these rights are human — not 
belonging exclusively to one race more 
than another — not dependent on tl^e 
superior advantages or characteristics 
of one race over another — but, being 
implanted by God in the constitution 
o£ man, they belong to all human 
beings^ and are recognized and pro- 
tected by all just governments. No 
government or class of men can right- 
fully deprive a man, who has com* 
milted no crime, of any of these 
rights, without violating the laws of 
God and humanity. It matters not to 
what race he may belong, or how poor 
and weak and ignorant he may be, 
the poorer and weaker and more ig- 
norant he is the greater the crime, 
since it is the duty of governments to 
protect the weak and helpless, instead 
of oppressing them. A man may for- 
feit these rights by crime, but other- 
wise they are inalienable. All men 
are entitled to them bv nature and the 
law of Gody and in tms respect they 
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are created equal, and equally entitled 
to the protection of every just gov- 
ernment. However unequal in their 
human condition, or social position, 
or however various in their capacities 
and powers, they are all children of a 
common Father, one God hath created 
them, one Saviour hath died for them. 
They are all of the great family of 
man, and are regarded with the same 
pitying eye, and the same disinter- 
ested affection by the Infinite Creator 
and Father of all. 

XXVIII. OF CHRISTIANS TAK- 
mC UP ARMS. 

The religion of Christ is a peaceful 
religion, and its practical application 
would secure perpetual peace and 
good-will amongmen. If anyfollower 
of Christ conscientiously believes 
himself forbidden to take up arms, 
under any circumstances , even for self- 
defence, while few will agree with 
him . in so extreme an opinion, a 
Christian government will grant him 
exemption from military service. 
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The necessity of human govern- 
ments resorting to war as a means of 
self-preservation is, however, dearly 
recognized in those memorable words 
of Christ, ** My kingdom is not of this 

world. If my khigdom were of 
this world, then would my 
servants fight, that I should not 
be delivered to the Jews/' ([John 

XYiii. 36.) As his was a spiritual 
kingdom, depending on the power of 
truth for its success, he rejected the 
use of the sword, and trusted his cause 
to spiritual and moral agencies alone. 
But he plainly implies that an earthly 
government has the right of self-pre- 
servation, by force of arms, the right 
to punish the wrong-doer, to resist 
invasion, and to suppress rebellion and 
civil war. Without this right it would, 
at any moment, be liable to overthrow, 
and the best interests of its people 
would be placed at the mercy of foreign 
or domestic enemies, and be in con- 
stant jeopardy. He also recommended 
the payment of tribute, giving to 
Caesar his due, by which he gave a 
direct support to human govemmenty 

9 
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jind recognked the duties of citizen- 
ship on the part of his servants* The 
apostles also enjoined the same thing, 
and while some of the early Christians 
refused to bear arms, chiefly because 
they were required, as soldiers, to per- 
form idolatrous rites, others cheerfully 
bore their part in the military service 
of their country, when required by 
the government, always refusing how- 
ever to participate in the worship of 
the heathen deities. 

Hence, while as members of Christ's 
spiritual kingdom we should use only 
moral agencies for the promotion of 
the truth, and cultivate a spirit of 
^kindness and love towards all men, 
being also citizens of an earthly king- 
dom, to which we owe obedience and 
support, in return for its protection, 
we should be ready as servants of 
Christ, if need be, to take up arms in 
its defence, to drive back the invader, 
to punish those who are guilty of 
treason and rebellion against its au- 
thority, and to preserve the blessings 
of good government, and the insti- 
ttttioad of Christianity and civil lib* 
erty to ourselves and our posteril^. 



AKTICLBS OF RELIGION. 131 

XXIX. OF THE DUTIES OF 
SOLDIERS. 

The soldier should endeavour to be a 
Ohristian in the armies of his country, 
as well as invthe peaceful avocations 
of life* He should be obedient to his 
commanders, firm and courageous in 
battle, upright^in his conduct, faith- 
ful to every duty, ambitious to excel, 
avoiding intemperance, profaneness 
and vice, and every thing injurious 
to his health and morals, resigned 
under misfortune, patient under suff- 
ering, and willing to die for his 
country. All prisoners and captives 
should be treated with kindness and 
humanity, since they who are at one 
time conquerors may* in their turn, 
become captives. In passing through 
an enemy's country the private soldier 
should leave all acts of confiscation to 
the proper military authorities. He 
should especially refrain from taking 
the private property of the inhabi- 
tants, without compensation, which is 
nothing less than robbery and theft. 
He should spare all the suffering that 
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is possible to innocent woncien and 
children, and to such as have not taken 
up arms against his country, nor given 
voluntary aid and support to the en- 
emy. The armies of a Christian na- 
tion should observe the rules of civil- 
ized warfare and keep up a high 
standard of morality and Christian 
manhood in the ranks, thereby secur- 
ing all the advantages of high dis- 
cipline, and making themselves in- 
vincible against their foes. - . 




THE RITE OP BAPTISM. 



BAPTISM OF ADULTS. 

% The rite of Baptism may be administered 
either by sprinkling or immersion^ according 
to the wishes and convictions of duty of the 
person receiving it. In the case of adults it 
IS to be regarded as an act of self-consecration 
to the Christian life, a symbol of the new 
birth, or awakening of the spiritual powers, 
and of the remission of sin, and an introduc- 
tion into the Church of Christ. In the case 
of children it is to be regarded as an act of 
dedication by the parents to the God and 
Father of all, and a solemn recognition of 
duty on their part, to bring them up in the 
faith and practice of the Cnristian religion. 

The Minister may deliver a brief address, at 
his discretion, setting forth the nature and de- 
sign of baptism, and then proceed as follows : 

Hear the words of our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ, to his Apostles : 

Go ye and make aisciples of all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit, teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you: and lo, I am with 
you always, even to the end of the 
world. 

Hear also the words of the Apostle 
133

Peter. The baptism which saveth ns 
is not the putting away the filth of 
the flesh, bat the answer of a good 
conscience towards God. 

By this rite of baptism all persons 
receiving it are to be acknowledged 
as members of the Church of Christ, 
so long as they exhibit a desire and 
effort to live as becometh bis disciples, 
to follow his example, and to obey 
his gospel. By its observance the 
Church is reminded of the parity of 
his doctrines, and the inward sancti^ 
of life which his religion requires. 

Let us,theref ore, as many as are here 
present, by the present administration 
of this holy ordinance, seek to estab- 
lish in our minds, a lively sense of 
our obligations to serve God, accord- 
ing to the gospel of his son, in holi- 
ness and righteousness all our days.
